the United Statet Senate on the 7th of, 
January, 1878, which indicated con- 
clusively the spirit and purposes of the 
Democracy. 
Senator Edmonds pressed 


a vote on the following resolution: 


Resolved, at the judgment of tlie ten- 


ate, That the thirteenth, fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments to the constitu- 
tion of the United States have been 
legally ratified, and are as valid and of 
the same paramount authority as any 
other part of the constitution; that the 
people of each state have a common in- 
terest in the enforcement of the whole 
constitution in every state of the Union, 
and that it is alike the right and duty 
of congress to enforce said amendments 
and to protect every citizen in the ex 
ercise of ail the rights thereby secured 
by laws of the general character already 
passed for that purpose, and by further 
appropriate legislation, so far as such 
enforcement and protection are not se- 
cured by existing laws; and that it is

THE COttN VIKLD. 


The following letter we copy from 


the Chicago Trilune of yesterday: 


MAROA, 111., Aug. 25.—We find „ 


disposition on the part of traveling men 
to "hoot" at the idea of serious damage 
to the present corn crop. Nevertheless, 
we have conversed will* some men who 
are both candid and intelligent, who 
have traveled over the major part of 
the corn producing sections of Illinois 
within the la^t few days, and these men 
say that Illinois will fall below a half 
average crop. They all (without ex- 
ception) say that the best body of corn 
in the state is right here. 
And we can 


readily believe them, because on Aug. 
11 we had a hard rain of nearly two 
hours' duration, which was extremely 
local, covering ten or twelve miles 
square. 
Outside ot this favored spot 


farmers have already commenced cutting 
their corn to save the fodder. 
Now il 


Maroa is ontitled to the honor of hav- 
ing the best corn to be found in Illinois, 
we pity the poor unfortunate farmers 
in other localities. For good as our 
corn is, it has sorely disappointed those 
who farmed it. 


Now we are grain dealers, but we 


never speculate. 
We have no corn on 


hand now, nor contracted for other than 
the market-price when delivered. Hence 
we can have no personal interest to 
prompt us to misrepresent facts. 
But 


having a feeling of good will for our 
customers in particular, and for the 
farming intersts of the \Vest in general, 
and believing as we do that the corn 
crop of this year is the poorest the 
country has produced since 1SG3; and 
believing th»t corn must advance 
sharply before many months, we cannot 
do otherwise than advise the holders of 
corn to hold for better prices. 
If the 


farmers continue to market their old 
corn freely the price will advance but 
little for some months yet. 
But, if the 


crop ia really as poor as we believe, then 
they might just as well refuse to sell
